DETAILED ACTION 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the axis D of pin 56 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. On page 3, the note concerning patent US-58551 30 should not be 
included in the specification since it references the claims. 

b. On page 4, lines 6 and 7, the reference to Claim 1 should be deleted, i.e. 
the phrase "as defined in claim 1 ." 

c. On page 8, line 10, the phrase "pawl or pawl 16" should be replaced with 
"pawMe." 

d. On page 9, line 18, "pawl 21" should be "pawl 16." 

e. On page 15, line 9, and page 16, line 9, "pin 46" should be "pin 56. " 

f. On page 15, line 10, "transmission lever 46" should be "transmission 
lever 57." 

g. On page 18, line 17, in the phrase "Figures 1 , 2, and 7" insert a "9" after 
the "7", and move the "and" in between the "7" and the "9", i.e. make the phrase 
"Figures 1,2, 7, and 9." 

h. On page 20, line 18, insert reference character "89" in between the 

phrase "an electric motor" and reference character "90." 

i. On page 22, line 9, "prismatic intermediate portion 105, 106" should be 
"prismatic intermediate portion 106, 107." 

j. On page 24, line 4, "end portion 11a" should be "end portion 110." 

k. On pages 29-30, specifically, the sentence beginning on line 23 on page 

29, the word "of should be deleted before the phrase "the shafts 71 , 72" and the 
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second occurrence of the word "of before the phrase "the key cylinder 82." Also, 
the examiners suggests that the sentence beginning on line 23 of page 29 should 
end after the phrase "the key cylinder 82," and the next sentence should begin 
with the phrase "An electrical circuit 147." Within the new sentence beginning 
with "An electrical circuit 147," the word "which" in line 5 should be deleted to 
correct grammatical errors. 

I. On page 30, line 13, the phrase "a corresponding housing and from which 
there project electrical-connection means 150" should be changed to "a 
corresponding housing and from which there projects an electrical-connection 
means 150." 

m. On pages 32, lines 10 and 15, and page 33, line 5, in view of Figures 4 
and 6, the examiner feels that if projecting portion 44 is to meet end 52 of the 
main safety member 41 , then the external control lever 38 needs to be rotated in 
a clockwise direction, not a counterclockwise direction, as found in line 10 on 
page 32, and line 5 on page 33. Also, if the projection 34 of the opening lever 30 
is to intercept the projection 27, the opening lever 30 needs to be rotated in a 
counterclockwise direction, not a clockwise direction, as found in line 15. The 
suggested correction to description the rotation of the external control lever 38 
corresponds to the suggested correction to the description of the rotation of the 
opening lever 30, and vice versa, 

n. On page 33, lines 21 and 26, in view of Figures 1 , 3, and 4, the examiner 
feels that if the transmission lever 57 is to rotate in a counterclockwise direction 
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about axis B in order to uncouple the pawl 16 from the fork 15, then the internal 
control lever 55 needs to be rotated in a counterclockwise direction about axis D 
running through pin 56, not clockwise, as found In line 21. which results in the 
counterclockwise rotation, not clockwise, of the opening lever 30, as found in line 
26. In order for the pawl to be uncoupled from the fork, the opening lever 30 
must be rotated in a counterclockwise direction, which corresponds to a 
counterclockwise rotation of internal control lever 55. 

0. On page 33, line 18, the phrase "Figure 6" should be changed to "Figure 
5." 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 5-13 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple 
dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 5-13 have not been 
further treated on the merits. 

4. Claims 1-14 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. Claim 1, line 23, the phrase "characterized in that" should be deleted and 
replaced with -wherein--. 

b. Claims 2-14, the first line of each claim, the phrase "characterized in 
that" should be deleted and replaced with -wherein--. 
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c. Claims 1-14 should be reviewed for any grammatical errors, such as tlie 
word "comprise" should be deleted, and replaced with -comprises— within line 24 
of claim 1 . 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
